quickly that neither of the prisoners 
were given an opportunity to consult 
counsel. When notified of ber hus- 
band's arrest Mrs. Gaynor at once con- 
sulted Mr. Techereaux. her husband's 
attorney.

ot the convention was unanimous. 


The step taken-by the miners, after 


practically considering th« matter for • 
two months, has wiped out the uucer- - 
talnty of the situation, and It is pre- 
dicted that the most serious labor 
struggle in the history of the country. 
If not in the world, is about to begin. 
This view is tak«a by nearly 'every 
miner. It Is not unlikely that the 
miners' fight will lie carried into the 
bituminous coal regions and into other 
fields of industry. Mine -workers for 
18 months have been looking forward 
to the strike that is rww upon them. 
They have saved (thelr money and are 
considered to be in better shape tocuiy 
for a fight than they w.ere in the great 
strike o£ 1900. That struggle ended in 
the miae owners' giving the men an 
advance of 10 per cent after a six 
weeks' suspension. The operators are 
on record as being unalterably op- 
posed to granting th& men any con- 
cessions, and they have personally in- 
formed the mine workers" leaders cf 
that fact. The workmen fear that tSe 
present fight may mean tie destruc- 
tion of their organization, because 
they believe that the mine owners are 
bent more en wrecking the union tlian 
they are in opposing the demands for 
higner wages and shorter workdays. 


President Mltchf-H's advice to the 


miners was for peace. He was second- 
ed by President Fahey ajirt Secretary 
Hartl-eln of the lower district and:Sec- 
retary Dempsey of the upper district. 
President Nicholls of the First district 
was the champion of the strike advo- 
cates. Mr. Mitchell, who was the last 
to speak, was listened to with the 
greatest attention. 


Th« proposition to call but. the engi- 


neers, firemen and pump runners was 
senarated from the main question.' The 
men, 
having thrown down the gaunt- 


let, to their employers, have taken re- 
newed courage, and it would not be 
surprising if the convention decided to 
call otit the other employes referred 
to. The miners insist, that nearly all 
the engineers, firemen and pump run- 
ners belong to their organization, aad 
say that, they can get them all to- quit 
if they want to. In the event that this, 
is brought about it would do incalcu- 
lable damage to the mines through 
flooding, etc., unless the companies 
can succeed in SUing the men's places. 
Tie news of the convention's action 
has caused considerable business de- 
pression in the coal resioa. though the 
min«rs themselves are jubilant.
